Raisuli first ran afoul of the TJ. 


S. in 1904, when he Jcidnapped and 
held for ransom Ian H, PerdicarU, 
an American born in Athens, arid 
Cromwell Varley, his" son-in-law, <. 
British citizen. Mr. Perdicaris, re- 
ported to be immensely 
wealthy, 


owned a beautiful summer villa in 
Morocco, -where1 it was his custom 
to entertain many European nota- 
bles in lavish style. One night, 
while a brilliant dinner-dance was 
in progress, a 
band of outlaws, 


headed by Raisuli, surrounded the 
house, overpowered the host and his 
son-in-law and carried them, still in 
their evening- clothes, to the ban- 
dit's lair in the mountains. 


The U. S. sent a war vessel to 


Tangier and ordered the Sultan to 
bring about the immediate release 
of Mr. Perdicaris, for whom Raisuli 
was demanding a ransom of ?7a,000. 
The Sultan adopted a negative ac- 
titnde which further angered the 


American state department and re- 
sulted in the sending of several ad- 
ditional war ships to Tangier, and 
the pointing of American guns at 
tho Sultan's capital. 
It was at this stage that the fa- 


mous cablegram, "Perdicaris alive 
or Raisuli dead", supposed-to have 
been sent by President Roosevelt 
to the Sultan, was read from 
the 


rostrum of the Republican national 
convention, tnen meeting in Chica- 
go. Two days later word was re> 
ceived that Perdicaris and Varlay 
had been released, although it was 
not in response to the cablegram 
which President Roosevelt said lat- 
er had?t>een 
prepared but 
never 


sent. The Sultan, fearing the de- 
struction of his city, had paid the 
ransom. 


Although Raisuli was a peaceful 


farmer in early life, he claimed to 
be of noble birth. His career as a 
bandit began following his escape 
from prison in 1882, when he was 
20 years of age. He had served five 
years, much of it in a torture cham- 
ber, for an alleged offense against 
the Sultan's authority.

mas, as observed in the Eastern and 
Western churches. 


In May last what is reported to 


have been a Pan-Orthodoc Congress 
of all the Eastern oithodox nation- 
al churches met a.nd adopted 
the 


Gregorian calendar, the change go- 
ing into effect on Oct. 14 last. The 
Ruthenian Uniat Catholic church is 
said to have been the only member 
of the great Eastern family to de- 
cline to make the change. 


It has been necessary above to 


use the words "in theory". 
Chao- 


tic conditions prevailing In 
many 


of the Eastern national churches 
have made a change so radical as 
this very difficult

30 day months, beyond which ex- 
tended five days of festival holi- 
days. Julius caused t-ib first cpn- 
fus:ion in the calendar by making 
these five extra dsys the thirty- 
first days of January, March, May, 
September and November. 
Even 


thus amended the Egyptian system 
was so great an improvement over 
the Roman that the senate renames 
Julius Caesar's birth month Jul- 
ius, (July), in his honor. 


Augustus Caesar, his 
successor, 


was so jealous of the honor 
thus 


won by Julius in tinkering with the 
calendar that he 
had 
his 
birth 


renamed Auorust for him. 
Alas for 


his vanity, it had then only thirty 
days. To have his distinction par- 
allel that of Juli-J.s

filched 
a 


day. from February, jriving August 
its 31 days, but reducing poor Feb- 
ruary to a scant 28 days "until leap 
year gives it twenty-nine."

HE above are figures that graphically 
illustrate the extent to which party 


bosses are willing to negate democracy 
through the use of the rotten borough 
system in the republican party. The ac- 
tion of the republican national commit- 
tee in overriding the expressed direction 
of the last republican national conven- 
tion in the matter of remedying the un- 
fair proportion of southern delegates in 
the republican convention is but a sample 
of what may be expected from the Cool- 
idge steam roller under the management 
of Head Engineer C. Bascom Slemp.

The action 
of the national committee in overriding 
the action of the national convention of 
1920 and returning to the old quota of 
delegates for the south is the handiwork 
of Slemp.
